At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  27  missionaries  were  appointed,  we  have 
need  of  100  well  equipped  men  and  women  to 
give  their  lives  to  work  for  God  In  foreign  lands. 

As  our  work  enlarges  and  our  missionaries 
come  in  cantact  with  varied  and  subtle  teachings 
it  becomes  increasingly  important  that  they  shall 
have  a  clear  cut  guide  in  a  statement  of  beliefs 
which  they  must  subscribe  to  and  agree  to  teach. 
This  will  be  of  great  help  to  us  in  world-wide 
evangelization. 

The  following  was  adopted  by  the  Bord: 

A  Statement  of  Belief 

All  missionaries  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  are  expected 
to  read  carefully  and  subscribe  to  the  following 
statement  of  belief  before  they  are  appointed  to 
missionary  service  under  this  Board. 

I  believe  and  am  prepared  to  teach  the  follow¬ 
ing: 

(I)  I  believe  that  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the 
Old  and  New  Testaments  were  written  by  men 
who  were  divinely  Inspired  and  that  thfey  are  a 
sufficient  and  final  authority  in  all  matters  of 
religious  faith  and  practice. 

<3>  That  theer  Is  one  and  only  one  living  and 
true  God  who  is  revealed  as  Father.  Son  and 
Holy.  Spirit; 

(3)  That  the  virgin  birth,  the  deity,  the  vicar¬ 
ious  death,  the  bodily  resurrection  and  the  Sec¬ 
ond  Coming  of  Jesus  Christ  are  plainly  taught  in 
the  Scriptures; 

<  4  )  That  In  his  natural  state,  man  is  depraved 
and  without  true  holiness; 

(6)  That  salvation  is  wholly  of  grace  through 
Jesus  Christ; 

(6)  That  on  condition  of  personal  repentance 
for  sin  and  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  any 
man  ran  receive  the  forgiveness  of  sin  and  sal¬ 
vation  unto  everlasting  life; 

(7)  That  regeneration  is  necessary  to  spirit¬ 
ual  life  in  Christ.  anQ  that  this  change  is  effected 
by  the  dldect  action  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  the 
heart  of  each  individual  who  exercises  personal 
faith  In  Jesus  Christ; 

($)  That  sanctification  is  the  process  by 
which,  between  regeneration  and  glorification, 
the  spiritual  life  of  the  believer  la  deepened  and 
,e  grows  in  grace  and  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ; 

(9)  That  a  church  is  a  company  of  voluntarily 

associated  baptized  believers  in  Christ,  recog¬ 
nizing  Him  as  the  only  Head  of  the  Church,  ex¬ 
ercising  only  such  administration  and  disciplin¬ 
ary  authority  as  He  has  committed  to  It,  con¬ 
ducting  holy  worship,  observing  the  ordinances 
as  He  has  commanded,  and  seeking  by  co-opera¬ 
tive  effort  to  extend  His  Kingdom  in  all  the 
worldj _ . 

(10)  I  believe  in  the  evangelical  view  of  the 
ordinances.  They  were  appointed  to  show  the 
Lord’s  death  and  resurectlon.  They  do  not  ex¬ 
piate  sin;  they  establish  the  atonement.  Baptism 
is  not  a  means  of  salvation  but  a  symbol  of 
Christ's  resurectlon.  The  Lord's  Supper  is  not 
a  social  feast,  but  a  memorial  of  Christ's  death. 
We  are  not  to  observe  K  to  show  our  amiability, 
but  do  U  in  remembrance  of  Him.  I  will  ob¬ 
serve  and  teach  these  ordinances  In  accordance 
with  the  views  and  customs  common  among  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptists; 

(II) 1  believe  that  the  Lord's  Day  or  Christian 
Sabbath  should  be  sacredly  observed  by  all 
Christian  believers  everywhere; 

(13)  That  civil  government  being  ordained 
of  Ood,  due  obedience  and  subjection  should  be 
rendered  to  the  government  under  which  I  may 
live  and  that  prayers  should  be  offered  for 
rulers;  but  that  Ood  alone  Is  Lord  of  the  con¬ 
science  and  He  has  left  the  soul  free  to  worship 
after  Its  own  dicatee; 

(13)  That  there  will  be  a  resurrection  and 
future  judgment  and  that  believers  In  Christ  will 
go  to  a  place  of  eternal  happiness  and  unbelievers 
to  everlasting  condemnation.

Chrlitlan  union  and  co-operation  which  ha*  been 
adopted  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  will  seek  to 
promote  harmony  and  unity  in  the  denomination 
at  home  and  in  the  mission  to  which  1  am  sent, 
and  co-operate  with  my  fellow-missionaries  in 
advancing  the  cause  of  Christ  and  the  denomina¬ 
tion  along  lines  thus  fixed  for  the  Board  and  Its 
Missionaries: 

(1)  This  Board  has  not  and  will  not  enter 
Into  nor  be  committed  to  any  compact  by  "  which 
arbitrary  territorial  boundaries  or  dlvsions  are 
fixed  for  its  missionary  operations.  Such  division 
of  territory  being  a  part  of  a  general  program  of 
federation,  and  It  being  Impossible  for  this  Board 
to  recognise  divisions  thus  arbitrarily  made,  we 
must  decline  participation  in  such  prog  rani.  The 
Board  and  Its  missionaries  will  in  the  future,  or 
in  the  past,  endeaver  to  exercise  wisdom  and 
Christian  courtesy  as  well  as  conscience  in  such 
matters;  will  geek  to  conserve  economy  of  labor 
and  money  in  locating  Its  forces,  and  with  due 
regard  to  need,  opportunity  and  probable  results, 
but  cannot  consent  to  have  any  limitations  fixed 
upon  the  Commission  under  which  it  operates, 
nor  be  put  In  a  position  which  would  forbid  its 
loyalty  and  faithfulness  to  any  company  of  Chris¬ 
tian  converts  who  may  now  or  hereafter  profess 
a  “like  precious  faith  with  us.” 

(2)  We  cannot  subscribe  to  any  agreement 
providing  for  an  interchange  of  church  letters 
contrary  to  the  recognized  custom  among  the 
Baptist  Churches  of  the  South.  The  churches 
which  are  supporting  the  work  of  the  Board  have 

.  a  well-known  standard  of  qualification  for  church 
membership,  and  we  shall  seek  to  foster  this 
standard  In  every  land  when  this  Board  sends 
its  missionaries. 

(3)  This  Board  will  not  engage  In  any  form 
of  co-operation,  hospital,  publication,  educational 
of  other  missionary  activity,  which  Is  not  fully 
reported  to  the  Convention,  and  which  does  not 
meet  the  approval  of  the  convention,  under  the 
auspices  of  which  it  operates,  and  to  the  instruc¬ 
tions  of  which  It  is  subject.  We  esteem  it  to  be 
a  matter  of  primary  importance  that  this  Board 
be  In  a  position  to  control,  or  control  Jointly  with 
other  Baptist  bodies,  the  religious  Instruction 
which  is  given  boys  and  girls  entrusted  to  its 
care.  This  is  necessary  in  order  to  safeguard 
what  we  believe  to  be  our  message  to  the  world 

(4)  To  avoid  an  exhaustive  enumeration,  and 
yet  to  make  the  statement  comprehensive,  we 
add.  that  we  shall  seek  to  foster  a  policy  abroad 
which  Is  consistent  with  the  denominational  pol¬ 
icy  at  home,  and  no  pressure  wiy  be  allowed  to 
swerve  the  Board  from  its  course.lWe  make  these 
declarations  for  the  information  of  our  people 
at  home,  and  with  the  view  of  saving  the  scatter¬ 
ed  missionaries  of  this  Board  all  possible  embar¬ 
rassment  or  confusion  from  such  pressure. 

Again,  we  would  remind  all  that  Southern 
Baptists  are  on  record  by  repeated  action  of  the 
Convention  In  recognition  of  that  spiritual  union 
which  evists  among  all  believers  in  Christ,  and 
in  favor  of  their  organic  union  as  sbon  as  It  can 
be  perfected  on  New  Ttestament  lines.  We  re¬ 
affirm  these  sentiments.  We  would  have  all  our 
people  recognize  the  bonds  of  brotliehood  which 
unite  Christians  of  every  name,  cultivate  a  large 
spirit  of  fraternity  and  strive  together  with 
others  to  secure  the  closest  possible  impact  of 
our  common  Christianity  upon  the  social  order 
forthe  establishment  of  righteousness  in  the 
earth.  We  would,  however,  admonish  our  people 
at  home  and  abroad  to  remain  true  to  New  Testa¬ 
ment  principles  of  faith  and  church  policy  and 
so  doing  seek  to  preserve  the  unity  of  the  de¬ 
nomination,  enlist  all  of  our  forces  for  the  holy 
cause  of  missions,  and  thus  insure  the  integrity, 
support  and  success  of  this  work. 

Thus  you  may  learn,  my  dear  reader,  what 
kind  of  missionaries  we  are  sending  out.

SOUTHERN  BAPTI8T8  AND  EUROPEAN 
RECONSTRUCTION 

(J.  F.  I^>ve  Cor.  8ec'y. ) 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  instructed 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  to  Investigate  condi¬ 
tions  in  Europe  with  a  view  to  the  discharge 
of  their  duty  in  the  religious  reconstruction  of 
the  countries  which  have  been  torn  and  devast- 
ed  by  war.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
In  June  a  committee  was  appointed  to  visit  Eu¬ 
rope  as  early  as  practicable  with  a  view  of 
carrying  out  the  Instructions  of  the  Convention. 
If  It  is  found  possible  to  make  the  trip,  this  com¬ 
mittee  will  probably  go  to  Europe  in  the  early 
fall  and  begin  its  in  ve<t  (gallons  in  England, 
France.  Belgium,  luly  and  the  Balkan  States, 
and.  if  conditions  favor,  press  the  investigation 
into  Russia  and  make  their  findings  aa  complete 
as  possible. 

One  thing  we  know  before  the  trip  is  under¬ 
taken,  namely,  we  shall  find  many  of  our  scat¬ 
tered  Baptist  people  homeless  and  destitute,  we 
shall  find  many  orphans  of  those  who  bold  our 
faith.  Shall  Southern  Baptists  send  this  com¬ 
mittee  forth  with  empty  hands  to  a  people  in 
need  of  bread  and  the  barest  necessities  of  life? 
Shall  Southern  Baptists  not  rather  give  to  their 
hungry  and  heart-broken  brothers  and  sisters 
and  to  the  children  of  those  who  have  died  some 
evidence  that  we  are  really  concerned  by  the 
compassions  of  Christ?  Here  Is  a  quotation  rrom 
the  New  York  Examiner.  April  10,  1919,  which 
may  carry  a  lesson  for  Southern  Baptists: 

“Announcement  is  made  of  a  Methodist  relief 
ship  to  sail  to  Europe  In  June  with  a  cargo  of 
tractors,  plows,  seeds,  clothing,  shoes,  flour, 

•  ondeused  milk,  medicines,  portable  houses  and 
cows.  Appropriations  have  been  made  tor  immed¬ 
iate  relief,  of  $997,850  for  Italy:  |79«,000  for 
France,  and  various  sums  for  other  countries, 
totaling  $2,008,850.  Bishops  Anderson  and  Hen¬ 
derson,  and  Rev.  B.  M.  Tipple,  centenary  secre¬ 
tary  for  Europe,  will  sail  on  the  relief  ship." 

The  purpose  of  this  article  Is  to  suggest  lhajt 
the  money  which  Southern  Baptists  would  con¬ 
tribute  to  war  relief  in  France,  Belgium,  Russia, 
and  elsewhere,  be  sent  to  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  rather  than  to  some  other  benevolent  or¬ 
ganization,  so  that  the  Board's  committee  can 
carry  some  token  of  love  and  sympathy  from 
Southern  Baptists  to  their  suffering  kinsmen  in 
Christ.  Such  contributions  will,  of  course,  be 
credited  to  the  Foreign  Board's  part  In  the  $75,- 
000,000  program.  Individuals  And  churches  can, 
therefore,  minister  through  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  as  well  as  through  any  other  organization 
the  relief  to  which  their  hearts  prompt  them,  can 
greatly  strengthen  the  committee  with  the  native 
populations,  open  up  doors  of  missionary  oppor¬ 
tunity,  and  at  the  same  time  help  forward  the 
great  $75,000,000  Campaign  which  the  Conven¬ 
tion  has  launched,  and  to  which  all  of  us  want 
to  give  all  our  contributions  and  ourselves 
wholly.  The  Board  will  receipt  for  contributions 
as  thus  indicated,  and  shall  be  glad  to  have  many 
and  liberal  responses  promptly  so  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  may  have,  when  It  starts  some  pledge  that 
they  are  not  bent  on  a  mission  of  empty  profes¬ 
sion.  It  Is  a  good  time  for  Southern  Baptists  to 
read  again  and  with  modern  application  the  »th 
and  9th  chapters  of  II  Cor.  Read  these  words  too: 

“But  whoso  hath  this  world's  goods,  and  seeth 
his  brother  have  need,  and  shutteth  up  bla 
bowels  of  compassion  from  him.  how  dwelleth 
the  love  of  God  In  him?” 

“My  little  children,  let  us  not  love  In  word, 
neither  in  tongue;  but  In  deed  and  In  truth.” 

"And  hereby  we  know  that  we  are  of  the 
truth,  and  shall  assure  our  hearts  before  him." 

I  John  3:17-19.

This  is  not  so  much  an  exposition  as  a  testi¬ 
mony  A  favorite  passage  with  many,  it  ought  to 
be  with  all.  is  found  In  the  eight  chapter  of  John 
beginning  with  the  31et  verse.  There  Is  a  similar 
passage  in  the  sixth  chapter  of  Romans,  but  dif¬ 
ferent.  in  John,  Jesus  says.  “If  ye  continue  in 
my  word,  then  are  ye  my  disciples  indeed  and  ye 
shall  know  the  truth  and  the  truth  shall  make 
you  free.”  In  Romans  Paul  says,  "But  now  being 
made  free  from  «ln."  Both  are  speaking  of  being 
made  free  from  the  law  of  sin  and  death;  eman¬ 
cipated  from  slavery.  Just  as  the  Negroes  were 
declared  free  by  the  proclamation  of  Abraham 
Lincoln.  He  declares  that  they  were  made  free 
by  the  death  of  Christ,  and  urges  them  to  realize 
and  exercise  their  freedom. 

But  In  the  eighth  chapter  of  John,  Jesus  Is 
speaking  not  of  being  proclaimed  free,  but  of 
actual  deliverance  from  the  power  of  the  *810, 
the  getting  victory  over  sin  In  living  and  prac¬ 
tice  and  habits.  True.*  we  are  not  saved  from 
condemnation  by  our  own  successful  conflict 
with  sin,  but  by  the  penalty  which  was  suffered 
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Rev.  J.  R.  Kyzar  Is  on  a  visit  to  relatives  in 
Mississippi  having  recently  been  released  from 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  war  work  at  Camp  Zachary  Taylor.

IT  18  THE  WILL  OF  OOD 

Every  service  renderd  to  God,  to  be  accept¬ 
able  must  be  a  response  of  the  heart  of  the  in¬ 
dividual.  ,t  cannot  be  a  blind  unintelligent  fol¬ 
lowing  of  some  human  leadership,  however,  much 
confidence  we  may  have  In  him.  It  must  be  an 
act  In  which  we  the  man  recognise  that  It  is 
God's  will  to  which  he  wants  response.  Paul 
says  about  baptism  in  the  sixth  chapter  of 
Romans,  "Ye  obeyed  from  the  heart  that  mold 
doctrine  into  which  ye  were  delivered.  This 
elemlnates  infant  baptism,  and  it  elminates 
everything  else  that  goes  under  the  name  of  re¬ 
ligion  which  is  not  one's  own  personal  Individual, 
intelligent.  Joyous  response  to  the  .will  of  God. 
What  is  other  than  this  is  mechanical,  perfurfc- 
tory  and  finds  no  place  in  the  service  of  God. 

It  is  not  enough  for  a  man  to  a  thing  be¬ 
cause  it  is  expected  of  church  members;  not 
enough  that  others  are  doing  it  and  he  con¬ 
forms;  It  Is  not  enough  to  accept  the  word  or  the 
leadership  of  the  pastor,  to  do  it  because  the 
pastor  asks  it  or  expects  it,  however  sincere  and 
high  our  regard  for  him.  What  we  do  wa  are  to 
do  heartily,  unto  the  Lord  and  not  to  men.  We 
are  to  do  It  because  we  see  that  It  la  the  right 
thing  to  do;  because  we  are  shown  that  It  is  the 
will  of  God.  This  is  partly  the  work  of  the 
pastor. 

But  no  pastor  can,  for  lack  of  time,  keep  his 
people  fully  informed  about  all  the  work  of 
God  which  a  church  is  to  do.  That  is  largely 
the  province  of  the  religious  paper.  The  man  or 
woman  who  reads  it  will  be  prepared  to  respond 
from  the  heart  to  the  work  of  Ood  which  makes 
Its  appeal  to  him  and  for  which  he  is  responsible. 

It  is  not  simply  a  question  of  getting  a  large 
amount  of  money.  It  la  conceivable  that  a  suf¬ 
ficient  quantity  may  be  gotten  and  yet  no  life 
and  love  and  Joy  attend,  and  no  spiritual  bleaslng 
result.  The  knowledge  which  the  denominational 
paper  brings  produces  spiritual  and  acceptable 
worship  as  we  make  our  offering  to  Ood  for  the 
progress  of  his  work  Do  you  do  from  the  heart 
what  you  do  because  It  Is  the. will  of  Ood?  * 

FATEFUL  FIVE  YEAR8 

Some  of  the  secular  papers  are  calling  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  fact  that  the  Peace  Pact  between  the 
Allies  and  Germany  was  signed  on  the  fifth  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  killing  of  the  Austrian  prince 
at  Sarjevo  In  Serbia.  These  five  years  have  been 
perhaps  the  most  eventrul  in  all  the  world's  his¬ 
tory.  Never  in  so  short  a  time  have  so  many 
world  changes  occurred.  The  world  seems  to 
move  slowly  on  Its  course  until  a  stage  Is 
reached  when  with  the  quickness  of  lightning 
changes  begin,  reminding  one  of  the  words  of 
Paul,  "When  men  are  saying  peace  and  safety, 
then  sudden  destrnction  comes  upon  them;  and 
they  shall  In  no  wise  escape."  , 

Perhaps  no  scripture  has  been  more  often  or  ( 
more  forcefully  brought  to  mind  by  these  five

While  there  have  been  for  years  In  the  United 
States  many  strong  sympathisers  with  the  Irish 
Home  Rule  party,  there  Is  a  wide  dlfference.of 
opinion  as  to  the  measure  best  adopted  to  con¬ 
serve  tl  e  rights  and  liberties  of  all  sections  of 
the  Irish  people,  as  Is  indicated  by  the  tollowlng 
paragraph  from  the  Herald  and  Presbyter:  "Al¬ 
most  the  last  act  of  the  General  Asaambly  was 
the  adoption  of  a  resolution  proposed  by  Dr.  Ing- 
11s  on  the  question  of  Irish  home  rule.  It  began 
with  statements  that,  whereas,  the  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic  hierarchy  has,  through  Its  priesthood  and  car¬ 
dinals,  urged  Congress  to  take  action  favoring 
the  political  independence  of  Ireland;  and, 
whereas,  Presbyterians  of  Ulster  and  other  Prot¬ 
estants  have  protested  against  such  independence 
as  endangering  their  Uberltles  and  religion; 
therefore  resolved.  'That  we  express  our  sympa¬ 
thy  with  our  protesting  fellow  Presbyterians  in 
Ireland,’  and  'that  if  the  member  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Congress — American  representatives  at  the 
Peace  Conference — take  any  action  on  the  Inde¬ 
pendence  of  Ireland,  on  the  ground  of  racial  self- 
determination.  that  a  hey  give  the  same  consid¬ 
eration  to  Ulster  as  a  part  Of  Ireland,  that  they 
give  to  Ireland  as  a  part  of  the  United  Kingdom 
resolved,  further  thatthis  action  be  communicat¬ 
ed  by  the  Stated  Clerk  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Ireland  and  to  the  American  Congress 
and  the  American  delegates  at  the  Peace  Confer¬ 
ence.’  ” 

They  tell  us  that  the  electric  current  makes 
Ugh'  and  power  by  being  "short  circuited,"  that 
is  hr  wing  the  current  forced  through  a  narrow 
short  connection  which  amounts  to  an  obstruc¬ 
tion.  without  some  such  interference  as  this  the 
electric  charge  would  pass  forever  through  the 
wires  without  manifesting  Itself  in  light  or 
power.  So  the  truth  of  God  is  in  his  word,  which 
has  the  capacity  for  light  and  power.  The  po¬ 
tentiality  is  always  there,  but  It  la  only  as  this 
truth  comes  into  cantact  with  men  and  so  Is  in 
a  way  short  circuited,  that  its  illuminating  and 
compelling  power  comes  Into  manifestation,  if 
not  Into  actual  existence.  It  Is  the  human  element 
introduced  which  converts  potentiality  Into 
power,  energy  Into  work  It  la  well  to  remember 
also  that  is  in  one  case  a  savor  of  life  unt  life, 
may  become  to  another  a  savor  of  death  unto 
death.  Men  may  be  electrocuted  by  despising  the 
word  of  God  or  resisting  it. 


The  following  from  the  Christian  Register 
is  worthy  of  the  servious  consideration  of  all 
thoughtful  Christians:  The  lost  art  of  worship 
for  thousands  of  people  of  this  country  must  be 
restored  by  positive  and  attractive  spiritual 
means.  They  must  be  taught  as  little  children 
how  to  be  silent,  thoughtful,  reverent,  open- 
souled ;  how  to  listen,  to  pray,  to  sing,  how  to  do 
the  word  that  they  hear  in  the  temple  of  their 
choice.  We  are  not  a  worshipping  nation.  We 
are  living  today  largely  on  the  accumnlated  piety 
and  holy  example  of  our  fathers  and  mothers, 
who  knew  hardship  as  they  loved  liberty  and 
found  comfort  and  power  in  Ood.  We  are  In¬ 
heritors  of  these  gifts,  and  we  are  adding  nothing 
to  them.  How  many!  We  are  depleting,  indeed, 
the  store  of  our  inherited  spiritual  energy.  The 
youth  of  us  as  a  people  often  deceives  us  and 
the  world.  Mere  exuberance  is  not  spirituality. 
Our  vigor,  our  audacious  enterprise,  our  optim¬ 
ism,  our  altrustlc  Impulses,  all  of  these  at  their 
very  best,  cannot  continue  unless  we  fill  the 
springs  of  our  being  from  the  source  of  life." 

The  committee  on  findings  of  the  Inter-Church 
World  Movement  says:  "We  believe  that  the 
churches  need  not  fear  to  trust  to  the  fullest  ex¬ 
tent  such  a  co-operative  effort  created  by  their 
own  agencies  and  responsible  to  their  own  con- 
troll."  But  iris  not  created  by  their  own  agencies 
and  not  responsible  to  their  own  control.  It  creat¬ 
ed  Itself,  perpetuates  itself  and  controls  Itself. 
If  It  were  created  by  and  controlled  by  the  var¬ 
ious  denominations  then  It  would  be  organic 
union.  You  may  take  either  horn  of  the  dilema 
and  we  don't  want  it.

TREASURES  IN  THE  HOUSE  OF  THE  LORD 


When  Jehovah  looked  with  favor  on  His  people 
after  they  had  been  exiled  seventy  years  and  al¬ 
lowed  them  to  return  unto  Jerusalem  and  to 
carry  the  treasures  and  restore  them  to  the 
Temple  when  they  had  rebullded  It.  they  must 
felt  a  peculiar  deep  happiness  In  the  home  going 
and  In  the  settling  Into  the  flty  they  had  been 
taught  for  years  to  love — they  must  have  felt 
a  Joy  unspeakable  In  building  the  Temple  and 
especially  happy  In  the  rstoratlon  of  the  treas¬ 
ures. 

It  was  an  unusual  thing — occurrence — for 
fifty  thousand  people  to  return  te  one  city  at  one 
time — a  long  toilsome  Journey,  be  we  are  told 
little  about  that;  filled  with  hardships  and  dan¬ 
gers,  on  he  surface — but  was  not  Qod  leading, 
and  where  He  leads  there  Is  no  danger. 

The  Journey  must  have  been  filled  with  happy 
anticipations.  I  have  often  thought  about  that 
home  going — that  borne  coming — that  Joyous 
anticipations,  that  happy  renewing  of  old  mem¬ 
ories  Into  new,  living.  Getting  the  flocks  and 
herds  settled  into  pastures,  establishing  living 
places  for  the  people. 

Then  best  of  all  the  work  of  building  a  house 
where  they  could  worship  Jehovah,  the  first 
great  day  of  worship,  the  glad  brining  of  the 
treasures  Into  the  place  prepared. 

One  time  I  found  myself  In  a  place  with  no 
\  church — absolutely  Inaccessible  to  a  house  where 
I  could  worship  according  to  my  own  faith  and 
order  of  faith.  I  felt  lonely  and  almost  afraid; 
it  seemed  to  my  hungry  soul  that  I  had  commit¬ 
ted  some  sin;  like  the  people  of  Israel,  and  had 
been  exiled  for  that  sin;  the  feeling  would  per- 
l  »ist.  and  I  seemed  to  be  an  exile  from  God. 

One  afternoon  the  news  came  to  me  that  w.e 
were  to  have  a  pastor  to  live  among  us  and  we 
were  to  be  helped  by  the  Home  and  State  Boards 
to  build  a  church,  and  I  cannot  tell  you  how 
happy  I  was,  no  use  ever  trying  to  put  it  Into 
words,  as  words  would  be  absolutely  Inadequate. 

The  first  morning  we  were  to  hold  service  In 
a  school  house.  I  was  hurrying  along  to  the  place 
too  happy  for  any  words,  and  the  words  of  David 
cameto  me,  "I  will  praise  the  name  of  Ood  with 
a  song,  and  will  magnify  Him  with  thanksglv- 
And  then  the  words  of  another  who  had  been 


exiled  from  Heaven  for  awhile  came  to  me  and 
I  understood  for  the  first  time  whal  the  wonder¬ 
ful  Christ  when  on  the  cross  He  exclaimed  "I 
thrlst”  meant  In  the  very  fullness  of  the  mean¬ 
ing.  He  meant  that  He  was  Just  on  the  brink  of 
Heaven;  He  had  been  exiled,  away  on  a  hard  mis¬ 
sion.  and  He  could  feel  the  glories  of  Heaven 
Just  to  His  eyes,  in  Just  a  moment  the  Heaven 
of  Love  would  burst  on  His  gaze,  He  would  reach 
Home  and  find  a  Father  who  would  welcome 
with  all  rommerfdlng  love,  a  welcome  such  as  we 
dare  not  attempt  to  think  of.  and  He  felt  the 
Imminence  of  the  cooling  soothing  and  all  re¬ 
freshing  atmosphere  of  Heaven,  and  He  exclaim¬ 
ed  with  all  His  soul  and  spirit  “I  thirst.” 

T  had  been  exiled  from  my  church — heaven  on 
earth  to  me  (do  I  put  It  too  strongly  )^I  will  say 
Just  what  Is  in  my  heart  and  let  God,  who  knows 
I  am  telling  the  truth,  deal  with  whatever  of 
falling  short  that  might  seem  to  those  who  do 
nt  feel  that  way — and  I  would  soon  In  a  few 
minutes  hear  the  voice  of  my  pastor — MY  PAS¬ 
TOR— speak  a  message  from  the  Book  that  had 
taken  the  place  of  pastor,  church  and  all  for 
several  years.  I  hurried  like  a  thirsty  person 
would  hurry  to  a  soothing,  cooling  refreshing 
stream,  and  another  thought  that  came  was  of 
the  “Water  of  the  Word.”  My  soul  was  to  be 
cleansed  with  the  Water  of  the  Word. 

I  seemed  to  me  that  I  had  indeed  hungered 
and  thirsted  for  the  Word  as  a  man  who  had 
been  called  of  Ood  to  preach  the  Woyd  would 
preach  It  and  explain  It  to  me — I  prayed  as  I 
walked  on  to  that  first  service  that  God  would 
so  take  charge  of  my  life  and  so  order  my 
thoughts  and  deeds  that  I  might  not  again  be 
exiled  from  the  atmosphere  of  a  Christian  work 
and  Sunday  school  and  church  servles  generally. 

I  prayed  in  the  words  of  David,  “In  Thee.  O 
God,  do  I  put  my  trust;  let  me  never  be  put  to 

confusion . I  will  praise  the  name  of  God 

with  a  song,  and  will  magnify  Him  with  thanks¬ 
giving . teach  me  Thy  way.  O  Lord.  I  will 

walk  In  Thy  truth;  unite  my  heart  to  fear  Thy 
name." 

And  perhaps  you  are  wondering  why  I  should 
tell  you  this,  and  perhaps  you  see  little  In  it  to 
make  it  worth  the  space  In  a  paper;  but  I  wish 
to  say  to  those  who  have  not  yet  caught  the 
purpose  of  this  giving  forth  of  one  of  the  ex¬ 
periences  of  my  life  that  It  would  seem  at  first 
thought  should  be  withheld  from  public  com¬ 
ment,  that  this  experience  gave  me  my  first  deep 
realization  of  the  need  for  Home  Board  and 
State  Board  in  the  great  work  of  the  church. 

At  the  place  I  mentioned  we  were  Just  a  few 
and  could  never  have  gotten  started  on  the  way 
to  an  organization  without  the  active  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  Boards,  and  they  not  oply  sent  a 
suitable  man  ror  that  work,  which  needed  limit¬ 
less  faith  and  courage,  but  cent  a  man  with  edu¬ 
cation,  culture  and  a  man  who  could  understand. 

A  man  who  can  understand  tbe  people,  the  un¬ 
educated  as  well  as  the  educated,  and  sympathize 
with  and  be  patient  with  those  who  have  not 
caught  the  vision,  and  whose  minds  and  hearts 
are  like  small  electric  light  globes  or  bulbs,  too 
small  to  contain  much  light.  I  remember  how 
different  the  light  on  our  back  porch  from  the 
big  Mazda  In  the  sitting  room,  and  yet  some 
people  are  the  small  bulbs,  wired  for  weak  light, 
and  some  are  like  the  big  Mazda,  wired  for  bright 
light  giving.  This  man  who  came  to  us  was  able 
to  use  the  people  who  had  not  been  wired  tor 
bright  light,  and  he  understood  how  to  place 
them  for  best  results. 

Think,  please,  lhattbere  are  many  people  In 
this  state  placed  Just  as  I  was  placed — n'o  house 
of  God  to  go  to  to  hear  the  voice  of  a  shepherd 
teach  and  explain  the  Word.  No  house  where 
prayqer  is  wont  to  be  made,  no  sound  of  a  shep¬ 
herds  voire,  and  they  cannot  get  started  about 
erecting  a  house.  We  who  sit  In  comfortable 
rhurcbes  and  bear  services  regularly  and  live 
where  the  children  can  get  all  the  advantages 
or  the  various  organizations,  fall  to  realize  with 
the  depth  of  the  need  the  condition  of  people 
who  have  nothing  except  the  Word,  and  who  fail 


to  grasp  the  meaning  and  depth  of  the  light  be¬ 
cause  hey  need  help — teaching  — explaining 

It  seems  to  me  that  If  yoa  people  who  have 
never  .been  exiled  from  a  church  and  pester 
could  feel  Just  once  the  deep  significance  of  that 
isolation  you  weald  begin  to  take  a  different 
and  large  ettitade  towards  -mala  and  home  mis¬ 
sions.  Many  old  people  In  this  stale  who  desire 
to  take  the  memorial  supper,  and  cannot,  have 
not  for  years  except  whan  visiting  pleoaa.  and 
churches,  old  people  who  rannot  read,  and  who 
long  for  a  corner  in  a  church  where  they  can 
hear  a  preacher  read  the  Bible  Hoopla  who  are 
not  sufficiently  educated  to  road  or  to  study  the 
Bible  who  feel  a  longing  for  hearjag  the  Word, 
and  feel  so  urgently  the  need  of  n  minister  to 
minister  to  them  In  the  deep  way  that  only  a 
man  called  of  Ood  to  the  work  of  a  minister  nae 
do. 

O.  people,  can  we  not  begin  tothlnk  about  those 
starving  souls  and  try  to  help  them  to  got  the 
milk  and  meat  or  the  word  and  the  hlswalag  of 
the  sympathetic  min  1st  rat  Iona  of  a  pastor?  Con 
we  not  make  a  stronger  appeal  and  a  draper 
sacrifice  and  a  more  urgent  demand  upon  our¬ 
selves  and  our  organisations  that  these  people 
may  have  a  house,  memorial  service,  a  shepherd 
a  minister,  that  they  may  feel  the  cleansing  of 
the  Water  of  the  Word. 

Let  us  pray  for  feeling  and  (or  self-denial  and 
sacrifice  and  for  that  obedient  attitude  towards 
the  world  and  Its  needs  that  Christ  died  to  1* 
press  and  inculcate  end  transfuse  Into  Ihs  souls 
of  men.

Dear  Mrs.  Godbold:  Having  been  waiting  for 
the  girls  to  write  you,  telling  of  their  organiza¬ 
tion.  but  for  some  reason  they  do  not.  I  think 
It  must  be  they  hesitate  to  boost  of  their  own 
work.  But,  as  their  consellor,  I  feel  that  1  have 
this  privilege.  They  organized  on  the  evening  of 
April  1,  after  you  had  been  with  them,  with 
eleven  charter  members.  They  now  have  sixteen. 
Only  seven  of  these  girls  are  members  of  our 
church.  The  others  Jive  in  our  midst.  We  only 
have  four  others  of  Y.  W.  A.  age  In  our  church 
gnd  about  that  number  who  are  not  members  of 
our  church,  nor  Y.  W.  A.,  who  are  Y.  W.  A.  age. 
Our  aim  Is  to  enlist  every  young  woman  in  our 
community,  who  is  not  already  actively  engaged 
in  the  work  of  the  church. 

We  feel  very  greatly  encouraged  In  our  Young 
People's  work.  Before  we  organized  the  Y.  W.  A. 
a  few  of  us  had  been  thinking  of  it  for  a  long 
time,  but  we  felt  we  would  have  so  many  diffi¬ 
culties  to  overcome,  we  were  afraid  to  launch 
out.  I  talked  to  some  of  the  girls  who  about  It 
several  months  before  me  made  any  attempt  to 
organize.  One  girl  who  Is  a  splend  worker 
said,  “Please  let  us  wait  until  we  get  our  B.  Y. 
P.  V.  to  going."  But  we  have  girls  Interested 
In  the  Y.  W.  A.  who  have  never  been  touched 
by  the  B.  Y.  P.  C. 

These  girls  meet  each  Monday  evening  at  1:30 
They  take  this  hour  because  some  are  business 
girls  and  high  school  girls.  They  have  regular 
missionary  program  each  month  from  the  Royal 
Service  and  Home  and  Foreign  Fields.

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to  establish  the  Reserved  Officers  Training 
Corps.  This  will  be  under  the  management  of 
Major  Frank  Anderson  who  went  out  as  captain 
of  the  Mississippi  College  Battery,  His  high  type 
of  manhood  soon  attracted  the  military  authori¬ 
ties  and  so  he  was  promoted  to  rank  of  Major. 
It  might  be  well  to  state  that  no  student  will 
be  required  to  enlist  in  this  military  feature,  but 
those  who  do  enlist  will  have  furnished  all  their 
wearing  apparel,  for  two  years,  and  then  will  be 
paid  at  least  1110.00.  This  will  be  a  great  assis¬ 
tance  to  many  young  men  whose  means  are  limit¬ 
ed.  The  whole  management  of  this  R.  O.  T.  C. 
wll  be  under  the  control  of  the  faculty  both  as 
to  the  selection  of  officers  and  matters  of  dis¬ 
cipline.  The  military  requirements  will  be  only 
three  hours  per  week  which  consist  of  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  one  hour  drill  and  the  remaining  two 
hours  lecture  work  or  two  hours  drill  and  the 
one  hour  lecture.  It  will  be  as  nearly  as  any 
thing  now  recalled  about  equal  to  the  work  done 
In  former  days  by  the  military  companies  which 
were  so  popular. 

The  normal  Is  getting  on  in  most  satisfactory 
way  with  about  176  in  attendance  on  the  classes. 
The  Interest  which  the  girls  are  showing  In  their 
work  Is  very  encouraging,  because  It  indicates 
that  they  ere  realizing  the  importance  of  the 
work  of  teaching.  It  shows  that  they  are  noting 
that  those  who  have  the  training  of  the  young 
have  the  greatest  responsibility  of  any  people 
In  all  our  social  system. 

With  the  new  water  and  lights  supply  the 
efficiency  of  the  scientific  laboratories  will  be 
very  much  enhanced  over  any  thing  heretofore 
noted.

PREPARATORY  APPEAL  TO  THE 

BAPTIST  BROTHERHOOD  OF 
THE  SOUTH 

(From  the  Commission  on  the  $75,- 
000.000  Program.) 

At  the  recent  session  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention,  a  $75,000,- 
000  program  was  projected  for  the 
next  five  years  and  a  commission  was 
appointed  to  direct  In  the  raising  of 
this  sum.  This  commission  has  recent¬ 
ly  held  a  two  days'  session  in  Atlan- 
to  Ga.,  part  of  which  session  was  In 
conference  with  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Convention,  the  Secre¬ 
taries  of  the  General  Boards  and  the 
Secretaries  of  the  State  Boards. 

After  full  and  frank  discussion  and 
most  earnest  prayer,  principles  of 
procedure  were  adopted,  which  are 
given  to  the  public  through  the  de¬ 
nominational  press.  We  trust  that 
these  principles  will  meet  with  the 
approval  of  our  brethren,  whose  ser¬ 
vants  we  want  to  be. 

Concerning  the  preliminary  organ¬ 
ization  and  the  projection  of  the  en¬ 
terprise,  the  following  thlngp  may  be 
said: 

1.  Many  men  ot  many  minds,  no 
one  desiring  his  own  will,  but  every 
one  dsiring  to  know  God's  will,  reach¬ 
ed  a  hearty  unanimity  upon  the  pro¬ 
gram  and  the  plan.  We  conferred 
and  prayed  until,  like;  those  In  the 
Acts  of  the  Apostles,  w$  were  "of  one 
accord." 

2.  All  were  fully  conscious  ot  the 
hugeness  of  the  task  ot  raising  $75.- 
000,000  In  one  campaign  to  be  paid 
In  five  years,  and  were  deeply  sen¬ 
sible  of  the  fact  that  without  a  com¬ 
bined  and  enthusiastic  effort  through¬ 
out  the  South,  this  object  could  not 
be  accomplished. 

3.  Dr.  L.  R.  Scarborough,  ot  Fort 
Worth.  Tex.,  was  elected  General  Di¬ 
rector.  The  headquarters  of  the  com¬ 
mission  were  located  at  Nashville, 

ITenn.  Brother  Scarborough,  our  lead¬

*  4.  It  was  Impossible  to  adopt  any 

*  plan  that  would  suit  all  the  States 
f  ot  the  South.  There  is  lack  of  unl- 
e  formlty  in  their  financial  systems. 
f  but  where  God  guides  us  all  Into  a 
1  large  undertaking.  He  will  give  us 
[’  wisdom  so  to  adjust  our  plans  as  to 
e  promote  that  undertaking.  These  ad¬ 
justments  must  be  made  to  some  ex- 
-  tent  In  every  8tate,  but  where  there 
-  la  a  will,  the  way  will  be  found. 

S.  What  we  ask  at  this  time  Is  that 
•very  psstor  and  chprch  In  the  bounds 
of  the  convention  take  a  favorable 
attitude  toward  this  prodigious  pro¬ 
gram.  speak  kindly  of  the.  movement 
and  pray  dally  for  Its  success.  From 
'  time  to  time,  as  the  plans  are  devel- 
j.  oped,  all  the  details  will  become  fa- 
i  miliar.  We  have  not  yet  perfected 
a  them,  but  we  believe  that  God  will 
guide  us.  We  give  our  selvee  without 
"  any  reservation  to  this  task  assigned
